Summary of reasons for decision: 


The publication is an image of a young girl in a bikini who is posed in a mildly provocative manner, 
alongside a URL to a pornographic website. The image does not reasonably appear to have come 
from that website, and the presence of the URL alone does not sufficiently sexualise the girl to the 
point where it crosses the high threshold of even tending to promote or support the exploitation of 
children for sexual purposes. Nonetheless, the presence of the link to a pornographic website 
requires a restriction be placed on the availability of the image in order to prevent the likelihood of 
injury to the public good. If children or young persons were to use the URL they would be presented 
with a variety of sexually explicit material. There is a common social consensus across many countries 
that such material should be limited to adults because of the potential for harm to developing sexual 
attitudes and behaviours of children and young people from premature exposure to it. As such, the 
publication is restricted to adults. This classification is a limitation on the right to freedom of 
expression contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 but is reasonable and justified given 
the risk of injury to the public good.
